The churches were small and, as a 
rule, poor, often large upper rooms 
in some private house, or the space 
behind the Atrium, or the inner 
porticoes of the house.

Balaam, remembering the former 
word of God, yet dazzled by the glit 
tering promises of the Moabite king 
again asked the will of God.

Riding upon an ass Balaam set out 
on his journey, accompanied by two 
servants. As they went their way an 
angel of the Lord stood with drawn 
sword, blocking the read. The animal] 
saw the angel, and, turning out of the 
road, went into the field, Balaam, see- 
ing nothing, and not knowing the rea 
son for the conduct of the beast, beat 
her unmercifully with his staff. A 
little further on, again the ange! stood, 
this time in a narrow passage where 
the road ran between two stone wal!s. 
The ass, seeing him, thrust herself 
close to the wail, and, doing so, bruis- 
ed the foot of the rider against the 
stones. Then Balaam beat her even 
more severely.
